Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-6 of Remarks, filed September 5, 2003, with respect 
to the rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a grating optical sensor "a diffractive hexagonal 3D grating optical modulator" 
and "at least one light-diffusion glass arranged in one of a papillary plane of the lens and a 
papillary plane conjugate to the lens," in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1- 
14. 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for generating a white standard light "a diffractive hexagonal 3D 
grating optical modulator" and "superimposing into the image plane an incoherent background 
radiation assigned to the object space by diffuse scattering in one of the pupil of the imaging lens 
and a plane conjugate to the lens," in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 15- 
17.
